Reasons for allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
Farnworth et al (US patent 6240535 B1 ) teach a test mode enable signal directs a test 
mode voltage circuit 1 10 in the IC die 108 to generate a test mode voltage such as 3.3 
Volts (col.7, lines 50-52), a test mode initiate signal may be supplied to the first terminal 
90 (col.7, lines 5-6). Farnworth also teaches an operational mode voltage such as 0.0 
Volts, supplied by an operational mode voltage circuit 1 18 (col.7, lines 60-62), an 
operational mode signal may be supplied to the second terminal 96 (col.7, lines 8-10). 
The IC die 108 can be flash ROM. However, Farnworth does not teach a third interface 
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and a third mode within the IC die 108, therefore, farnworth does not teach a memory 
device comprising at least three different interface to operate the memory device in at 
lest three different mode as claimed in claim 19 and amended claim 38,
